Chinese Admit 
Kutang Landing 


Nanchang, July 25. 

Yollowing a long, ominous lull, 
preliminary exchanges between the 
opposing forces have been raging 
since July 21 with increasing ferocity, 
presaging the imminent outbreak of 
u big battle on the western bank of 
Poyang Lake, along its narrow neck, 
where {t empties itr mighty expanse 
Into the Yangtse. 

A combined Japanese infantry, 
urtillery and cavalry force of more 
than 10,000 is massed between Hu- 
kow and Kutang, cquipped with 
more than 100 armoured cars and 
tanks and supported by air 
squadrons, Pitched ogainst this in- 
vading force are crack Chinese units 
behind strong defence works. . 

Heralding the Japanese offensive, 
Kiuklan, Sintze, Kutang, Sinkiang 
and Wukiamen have been heavily 
bombed by numerous raiding planes 
aince July 21, while Chinese posi- 
tions at Sinchuan and Lion Hill 
were the targets of heavy barrages 
from the Japanese naval arm. 

Early on the morning of July 23, 
in a heavy storm and under a pitch 
black sky, about 700 Japanese 
Inarines, covered by their warships, 
made ao determined assault north of 
Xutang in scores of steam launches, 
They tried to force a landing at t'wee 
points but were repulsed with heavy 
losses. 

HEAVY POUNDING

As ww oresult of the arrests and 
selzure, it ds announced that. the 
French detective service has sent in+ 
formation to London whieh, it Is 
understood, reveals details of a wide- 
spread drug smuggling organisation © 
operating In Palestine and the Unlted 
States, ‘ 

The selzed narcotics were found ° 
concenled In spectally made hollow -, 
bindings .of the Talmud and other 
sacred works, which appear to have 
been designed for — transmission 
through the post offices of foreign 
countri¢es. 

One of the arrested men is describ- 
ed as an American Rabbi. He re+ . 
cently arrived in Paris and was

Parenthood testing ts possible be- 
cause everyone's bloud can be clissi- 
fied into groups by means of reac-, 
tions between the celle of the blood; 
and certain sera. 

The result of the test is to prove 
one of these alternatives: 

QQ) That he could not be the 
father. 

(2) That he might be. 

[No test, of course, can prove 
that he Is the {nther. | 
This is how the test ts done: 

A single drop of blood Is taken by 
a needic-prick from the subject and 
mixed with saline, To separate por- 
tions of this mixture are added a 
drop of each of the testing sera. 

By observing which serum 
causes the blood cells to clump 
together the group ts determined. 
In the simplest form the test re- 


quires two scra—A and B. If, after 
half an hour, microsvopic examina- 
tlon shows that the cells have been 
clumped by serum A only, then the 
blood tested belongs to group B and 

. vice-versa. If nelther affects the 
cella, the group is O, while if both 
do the group is AB. 

These properties of blood are here- 
ditory, it is impossible for a child 
to belong to a blood group different 
from that of hig parents, as both 
contribute to determining the group. 

By means of A and B tests—-cou- 
pled with two more recently dis- 
eovered called M and N—It is possi- 
ble to distinguish 12 groups.

Although firing Is audible, Kiu- 
Kiang city remains quiet, according 
fo a forelgn report, which adds that 
there has been considerable Japan- 
esc aerial activity around the port.

A Chinese

FRANCE 


“We laved their courage, Uheir 
comradeship and their idealism,” 
said M. Albert Lebrun, President 
of France, after His Majesty the 
King had spoken in proud and 
glowing tribute to the men of 
the Australian Imperial Forees 
who gave their lives in France 
and iMianders during the Great 
War, al the ceremony of the 
dedication of the Australian 
memorial at Villers-Bretonneux 
on Friday. [t is unfortunate 
that no cabled version of the 
French — stalesman’s — address 
reached Hongkong, for it was 
one of the most moving pieces 
of oratory, heard over the radio, 
ever delivered by that brilliant 
statesman. And upon those 
Australians who understood it, 
it must have created an impres- 
sion so deep as to be imperish- 
able. Lebrun foHowed King 
George at the ceremony, and 
while His Majesty spoke smooth- 
ly, with well-chosen words, and 
although his expression of pride 
and gratitude for Australia’s 
service to the Empire and the 
ideals for which the Empire 
fought, was heart-stirring, be- 
cause he is a Briton he could not 
possibly approach the French- 
man’s effusiveness and flowered 
phraseology. To an English- 
man, perhaps, a translation of 
Lebrun’s address would seem 
artificially cffulgent, unless it 
were toned down from that 
high-pitched, emotional height 
which Britons would think 
grandiose. But actually, for 
sheer beauty of expression 
and Perfection of descriptive 
power there is no languagp 
like the French; and if 
Lebrun seemed unusually emo- 
tional, it was because 
deeply moved and not ashamed 
to hide the fact. Praise from 
the French is very sweet, and 
understood can never be em- 
|barrassing. even. to the most 
phlegmatic. Where an English- 
man would say: “Well done,” 
and Frenchman would shout 
something much more elaborate ; 
and if tho Englishman were to 
think a little he would find that 
he. probably meant the same 
thing . but was, ‘for! some 
reason deep buried in his sub- 
conscious perhaps, inarticulate. 
Lebrun’s address was particular- 
ly: beautiful beeauso he is not 
only o master of his most ex- 
pressive language, but he has a 
power in sincerity. which. holds

It is not written either in Justifica~ 
tion or In condemnation of any policy 
or theory; it {a not designed to main- 
tain a thesis; on the contrary, It !s an 
Impartial und objective narrative 
from which the conclusions flow a5 
if they, foo, were actually observed 
events, The uuthor, Major-Gen. A. 
C. Temperiey, well known os Military 
Correspondent of The Dally Tele- 
graph and Morning Post since his 
retirement from the Army, was for 
ten yeurs a Jending actor in the 
drama, though behind the 
scenes, for he was Milltary Adviser 
to no fewer than four British Secre- 
taries of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Now he Is free to record his im- 
pressions and they carry the stump of 
quiet, cool conviction, 


Mr. Eden, in a brief preface to 
the book (“The Whispering Gallery 
of Europe," published by Messrs. 
Collins, ut 15s), says: “Your patience, 
experience and impartiality were 
everywhere recognised until) you be- 
tame something in the nature of an 
arbiter at Geneva tn your own hm- 
portant sphere of duties." Every 
chapter justifies the compliment, and 
the author concludes his arbitral 
statement with a few cautionary 
pages of great ecurnestness und power. 

The brief character sketches which 
he intersperses in uccord with the 
modern fashion are deftly done, not- 
ably those of Sir Austen Chamber- 
nin, Aristide Briand, Slr John Simon, 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and Mr.

Yet even If they had lucked nothing 
one feels that the results would have 
been much the same, because there 
was not enough goodwill at Genevi 
to overcome the ill-will, and because 
the nations of the League were not 
permeated with the lofty spirit of the 
Covenant.

The enthusiastic idea which in- 
spired President Wilson that after the 
Great War the democracies of the 
whole world would be moved with 
one accord by such a decp hatred of 
war that they would rush to the as- 
sistance of any State unjustly attack- 
ed was opposed to all past experience 
and asked too much of human nature.

tance ns mediators we shall have to 
recognise Unat Germany, us well as 
the others, has grievances.”

of arms he required “samples” only. 


BEFORE HITLER'S ADVENT 
AND AFTER 


No wonder that MacDonald and 
Stimson were favourably impressed 
and there was vague talk of another 
meeting in May. But it never came 
off. Stimson went back to the 
States; Tardieu plunged into a 
general clection in which he was 
heevily defeated.

LAVAL, MUSSOLINI

Even In March, 1936, when Ger- 
many reoccupied the Rhineland she 
wus “In no condition to fight." Gen. 
Temperley snys, “I know that in the 
first 48 hours the French had con- 
templated the use of force and that 
the army was ready... . . If they 
hnd confined themselves to expelling 
the German troops it would probably 
have caused the downfall of the Nazi 
regime.” 

The author charges Mr, Laval with 
being the evil genius chiefly respon- 
sible. for the League's failure in 
respect of Abyssinia. At Rome he 
had promised the Duce a free hand, 
and so he set his face from the start 
against the imposition of oll sanc- 
tions, “even at the cost of a betrayal 
of the League and the sacrifice ot 
British friendship.” Yet Gen. 
Temperley equally holds that after 
Slr Samuel Houre’s strong speech at 
Geneva we ought to have blocked 
the Suez Cunal, even at the risk of 
war with Italy, since this would have 
snved the League. 

That Is a highly controversial 
thesis: what js beyond serlous con- 
tradiction iy that If the League had 
imposed Sanctions upon Japan at the 
time of her Manchurian nggression 
the whole brunt of war, waged 
11,000 miles from home, would have 
fallen upon Great Britain, in condi- 
tions necessarily involving the im- 
mediate destruction of the wealt 
British China squadron and probably 
the loss of Hongkong. What a start 
to be retrieved! 


WHY DISARMAMENT 
. EFFORT FAILED 


It is bluntly said Jn another chap- 
ter: “The French never intended to 
disarm until {t was too late: and the 
German terms kept ticking up all the 
time like o taxi-cab that ts kept 
waiting at the door.” Always the 
French wanted  sccurity first, and 
their idea of security involved pledges 
of automatic action on the part of 
this country which no British Gov- 
ernment could give, Whenever a 
promising new start was made it wus 
sure to be bedevilled by some uncx- 
pected worsening of political con- 
ditions efther in France, Jn Germany 
or in Austria or, us in 1931, In Great 
Britain, 

Again, one after the other, our 
statesmen failed to come off. Sir 
Austen was “too obviously Franco- 
phile”; Sir John Simon wos too 
obviously the eminent lawyer: und 
Mr. Henderson was unable to cope 
with technical problems out of his 
ken and far beyond a sick man’s 
powers, Could there have been a 
worse stroke of Fate than Henderson's 
appointment — on Grandi’s =. re- 
commendation—as President of the 
Disarmament Conference when Mac- 
Donald's candidate for the post was 
Gen, Smuts, who possessed all 
Tenderson's enthusiasm for disarma- 
ment and genius besides? + 

I would conciude by saying that 
the strictly professional services 
rendered by Gen.' Temperley at 
Geneva cannot have been greater 
than his latest service Jn setting 
down. this plain narrative of lost op- 
portunities, and the continual triumpn 
of the worse over the better 
argument.

AN important pronouncement] 

on desertion, one of the new 
grounds for divorce, was made 
by Mr. Justice Goddard at New- 
castle Assizes, 

“People who have been living 
apart for a long time,” he said, 
“are now rushing to the courts 
for divorce on grounds of deser- 
tion.” 

Desertion is matrimonial offence, 
and if there is desertion there must 
have been wrongful desertion on the 
part of cither husband or wife. That 
Is withdrawing cohabitation without 
the consent of the other, 

“If a man and his wife quarrel, 
the wife takes herself off, and the 
man says, ‘Very well, go and good 
riddance,’ that is not desertion. 

Finding these circumstances in a 
,case before him, Mr. Justice God- 
durd refused to Srant'a decrec. 

(The new Matrimonio Causes Act 
provides that desertion for three 
years preceding the presentation of 


the petltlon shall be a ground for 
divoree.]

ADDICTS 


Telephone Orders For Poison 
Prescriptions 


HE Pharmaceutical Socicty of 
Great Britain has decided to 
prosecute In future in i 1 cases where 
polson prescriptions ure ordered by 


telephone in defiance of the regula- 
tlons, 


Alarmed by the number of in- 
stances, reported by its inspectors 
under the Pharmacy Acts, of non- 
compliance with an important provi- 
sion of the Polsons Rules, the society 
has consulted the British Medical 
Association. As a result, practition- 
ers and chemists are. warned that 
Pproseeutlon may follow further brea- 
ches of the'rule, . 


This rule,, Mr. Hugh Linstead, 
sceretary of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, polnts out In a lotter to, the 
British Medicat Journal, provides 
that certain polsons—among them 
cinchopnen, ginidopyrine, and the 
numerous barbiturates—may be sup- 
plicd direct to medical practitioners 
in reply to a telephone call, but not 
2 Patients on a telephoned prescrip- 

n 


“Reports from the society's. inspec- 
tors show that many practitioners 
are ordering and chemists ore mp 
Plying theso drugs to the public by 
means of telephoned orders,” he 
states, “In these circumstances the 


society can no longer acquiesce. in’ 


ot on anee with its provisions 
and must shortly bring offenders be- 
fore the cour! : 


“We ‘oro concerned not only with 
the confusion of drugs over tho telo+ 
phone—which, without the ‘doctor's 


; intervention, the patient would proo- 
ably be’ unable eh octeet but with 
the temptation this practice affords 
the drug addict. + 

“It might easily happen that a pa- 
lent, forbidden the use of a certain 
drug, would telephone the chemist in 
his doctor’s name and order a supply 
of that drug to be sent to his address. 
The chemist might be too old a friend 
of the doctor's to question the au- 
thority of the order.” |

QUCH anxiety is being expressed at the dan- : 
gerous possibilities in unrestricted and 
unregulated employment of blood tests in re- 
lation to paternity cases that Lord Merthyr 


is going to introduce 
Lord this session in an 
the position. 


The Daily Mail also—in view of the intense public in- 
terest in the matter—has decided to make an exhaustive 
investigation of these tests with the purpose of revealing 
to what extent they are reliable and where serious errors 


may arise. 
‘Since the tests are now 


frequency in cases before the courts, high medical and 


legal authorities feel that 
unless drastic steps are 
taken serious lapses of jus- 
tice may occur and bring 
discredit on scientific dis- 
coveries which, if properly 
used, can save 1,000 inno- 
cent men a year from 
affiliation orders. 

Lord Merthyr is actively in- 
terested in the matter by virtue 
of his position as vice-chairman 
of Pembrokeshire Quarter Ses- 
sions. : 

J understand that the main

CH) If a blood test is de- 
manded by either party or 
by the court, further pro- 
ceedings will be debarred 
unless it is carried out. 

(2) The test must be 
made by a pathologist 
chosen from a special panel 
approved by the Lord Chan- 
cellor- 

The Bill will have the support of 
all medical M.P.s. 

Already special arrangements are 
being made by the Association of 
Clinical Pathologists to sct up a ccn- 
tral bureau from which all scrum 
used in these tests will be despatched 
after special check on its accuracy. 

I can reveal that there is, in fact. 
a certain element of doubt about the 
absolute validity of one type of test 
much used to-day in medico-legal 
work. 

This has decided the sponsors of 
Lord Merthyr’s Bill to limit its ap- 
puleation for the time being to tests 
for four blood-groups only. 

WHAT THE TESTS ARE 

Parenthood testing is possible be- 
cause everyone's blood can be classi~ 
fied into groups by means of reac 
tions between the cells of the blood 
and certain sera. . 

The result of the test is to prove 
one of these alternatives: 

'Q) That he could not be the 

father. 

(2) That he might be . 

[No test, of course, can prove 
that he js the father.] i 
This ig how the test is done: 

A single drop of blood is taken by 
a necdle-prick from the subject and 
mixed with saline. To sepurata por- 
tlons of this mixture “are added a 
drop of cach of. the testing sera. 

By observing which scrum 
causes the blood cells to clump 
together tho group fs determined. 
In the simplest form the test re- 

quires two scra—A and B, If, after 

half an hour, microscopic examina~ 

tlon shows that the celis have been 
- glumped by serum A only, then the

Does Much To Aid 
Colony’s Charity ' 


Macao, July 24, 

An important ceremony tool place 
this morning when in the presence 
of a large gathering a portralt of 
His Excellency the Governor of 
Macao, Dr. Artur Tamagnini Bar- 
bosa, was unveiled, in the assembly 
room of the Holy House of Mercy. 

The honour thus conferred on Dr, 
Barbosa ts one of the highest that 
can be offered to any citizen in 
Macao; and the assembly hall 1s thua 
raced with the portrait of the pre- 
sent Governor of Macao and that of 
his late father, who .nrs Colonial 
Treasurer in Macao, did much to 
contribute to the restoration of the 
then decadent Holy House of Mercy, 
in 1892 ond 1893, : 

The Holy House of .Mercy in 
Macao dates from 1569, when it was 
established by Dom  Melchoir 
Carneiro, Bishop of Nicea, ;whostook 
charge of the Bishopric of China 
and Japan, and who was responsible 
for'n great deal of the carly social 
activites of the then young colony of 
Macao. Besides the Holy House of 
Mercy, the bishop established, at the 
same time, the Lazar House and St. 
Raphael's Hospital, as branch activites 
of the Holy House of Mercy, Both 
the Hospital and the Lazar House, 
the latter now removed to Colowan 
Island and Dom Jozo Island, — still 
survive, 

The proceedings of the unveiling 
of the portait of the Governor af 
Macno conalsted In the rending of the 
Minutes of the General Assembly of 
the Brotherhood of the Holy House 
of Mercy by Mr. Paulino da Silva, 
Hon. Seeretary of the Committee, 


SKETCHES HISTORY 

Lieut. Manuel Corte Real, as Pre- 
sident of the Committee, then ad- 
dressed the gathering and sketched 
the history of the Brotherhood and 
referred to the services of the father 
of the present governor of Macuo 
who fave new life to the Brotherhood 
und provided the  dssociation with 
the means fur carrying on its good 
work. He then referred to the efforts 
made by the present Governor of 
Maeno to help the Brotherhood — to 
carry on, of the remodelling of the 
ancient St. Raphael’s Hospital, and of 
the Iegislatlon introduced by the 
Governor of Macuo to centralise all 
the charitable services in Macao, and 
concluded by saying that the Brother- 
hood counted It an honour to be able 
to include o portrait of H. E, Dr. 
Barbosa among the other benefactors 
of the Institution. Prolonged ap- 
plause greeted the unveiling of the 
portralt.

on Friday. — It unfortunate 
that ne cabled version oof | the 
French stalesman’s address 
reached Hongkong, for it was 
one of the most moving pieces 
of oratory, heard over the radio, 
ever delivered by that brilliant 
statesman. And upon those 
Australians who understood it, 
it must have created an impres- 
sion so deep as to be imperish- 
able. labrun followed King 
George at the ceremony, and 
while His Majesty spoke smooth- 
ly, with well-chosen werds, und 
although his expression of pride 
and gratitude for Australia’s 
service to the Empire and the 
ideals for which the Empire 
fought, was heart-stirring, be- 
cause he is a Briton he could not 
possibly approach the French- 
man’s ¢ffusiveness and flowered 
phraseology. To an English- 
man, perhaps, a translation of 
Lebrun’s address would seem 
artificially effulgent, unless it 
were toned down from that 
high-pitched, emotional height 
which Britons would think 
grandiose. But actually, for 
sheer beauty of expression 
and perfection of descriptive 
power there is no languagg 
like the French; and if 
Lebrun scemed unugually emo- 
tional, it was because he was 
deeply moved and not ashamed 
to hide the fact. Praise from 
the French ig very sweet, and 
understood can never be em- 
barrassing even to the most 
phlegmatic. Where an English- 
man would say: ‘Well done,” 
and Frenchman would shout 
something much more elaborate; 
and if the Englishman were to 
think a little he wouid find that 
he probably meant the same 
thing but‘ was, for some 
reason decp buried in his sub- 
conscious perhaps, inarticulate. 
Lebrun’s address was particular- 
ly beautiful because he is not 
only a master of his most ex- 
pressive Janguage, but he has a 
power in sincerity which holds 
his hearers spellbound. One can 
imagine that while he spoke on

Yet even if they had Incked nothing 
one feels that the results would have 
been much the same, because there 
was not enough goodwill at Geneva 
to overcome the Ul-will, and because 
the nations of the League were not 
permeated with the lofty spirit of the 
Covenant. They were set teo hard 
uu task—the more ambitious that of 
curbing their ambitions, the con- 
querors that of being gencrous to the 
defeated. 


Gen. ‘Femperley's “fundamental 
belief” after 10 yeurs of Intimate asso- 
elntion with the League ts that “its 
failure has been duc to the ingrained 
reluctance of any Government to run 
the risk of war and all the suffering 
and Joss that it brings to its own 
people in order to preserve another 
State from aggression, unless its own 
interests are also at stake.” 


The enthusiastic !dea which in- 
spired President Wilson that after the 
Great War the democracies of the 
whole world would be moved with 
one record by such a deep hatred of 
war that they would rush to the as- 
sistance of any State unjustly attack- 
ed was opposed to all past experience 
and asked too much of human nature. 


“States,” says the General, “are 
more Ukely to fulfil their obligations 
when they coincide with their in- 
terests.” He “leathes this conclu- 
sion,” but he cannot escape it, and 
after all it is surely relleved of half 
its cyniclsm now that war has be- 
come so horrible and = devastating 
that no Strate dare think of plunging 
into a “sympathetic” war unless both 
honour and interest leave no lcop- 
hole of escape and unless it js fully 
equipped at the start and ready to go 
on to the bitterest end. Otherwise 


the site of one of the most 
terrible and splendid battles in 
the history of British arms, 
where the Australians stood and 
held against a fenrful attack, 
and saved Amiens, that there 
were tears in the cyes of the 
Frenchmen who heard him: 
tears for the uncomplaining 
courage of men who died in 
agony; tears for the unhesitating 
valour of men who fought, in 
exhaustion, against almost cer- 
tain death; tears for the darken- 
ed homes whose fathers and sons 
will always lic in France. In 
such emotion there Is no cause 
for, shame. This tribute from 
France is another golden link 
between the people of that land 
and ours. .

The author, therefore, contends that 
the future of the League Hes in the 
direction of strictly regional pacts, 
involving for most States o limited 
Instead of a universal callective 
security, though tt $s hard to sec how 
the obligations of a werld-wide 
Empire like ours can fall much short 
of untversnliy. He says that if the 
new Lengue is to be workable, 
“Germany, Italy and the U.S. must 
all be members " 

We are back once more where we 
were in 1914 with many deep differ- 
ences, no doubt, but with one pivotal 
point of similarity. That ts that 
“Germany is the heart of all the 
tangled web and upon her ultimate 
moves depend the issues of peace and 
war.” Herr Hitler will give the final 
word either for war or peace when 
the decisive moment comes. For 
while the occasion may arise in any 
one of half a dozen different ways, 
Germany Is concerned—or miy con- 
cern herself—in all. 


THREE TO ONE CHANCE 
OF PEACE 


The suthor’s view js that while 
even uo 3 to 1 chance of peace re- 
mains, “we ought to reject the 
inevitability of war and make a 
supreme effort ta negotiate a settle- 
ment, and if we are to wo any dis- 
tanee as mediators we shall have to 
recognise that Germany, as well as 
ihe others, has grievances.” 

He finds It difficult, for example, 
as many others do, to make out a 
use that a great Power like Ger- 
many is to be permanently prevent- 
cd from having any colonics at all, 
and he recugnises the equity of the 
German demand, while not forgetting 
thnat “we are not the only Colonial 
Power and are nol the sole manda- 
torles of former German colonics.” 

To return to the narrative of 
events, it is the author's considered 
oplnion that the last chance of mak- 
uyt the Disarmament Conference a 
suceess was missed on April 22, 1932, 
when five men, with almost plenary 

were gathered round a table 

Geneva ound: -adjourned. = They 

were Macdonald, Stimson, Bruning, 
Tardieu and Grandt. 

Dr. Bruning, stating the German 
cose, asked only for oan increase in 
the Reiehiswebr fo 160,000, a reduc- 
tion in the length of service from 
12 years to six, and permission to 
create militia of 50,000 with three 
years’ service, while as regards types 
of arms he required “samples” only,

AND AFTER 


No wonder that MacDonald and 
Stimson were favourably impressed 
and there was vague talk of another 
meeting in May, But it never came 

Slimson went back to the 
> Tardicu plunged into a 
election in which he was 
hei vily defeated. Bruning was re- 
placed by von Papert and a Cabinet 
of Junkers. Herriot, who succeeded 
Tardieu, would bave Jumped at so 
rensonuble an offer, but it was not 
repeated, for “Germuny always raised 
her bld and the French were always 
too late.” 

A yenr later, soon after Herr 
Hitier’s rise to power, Sir John 
Simon, evidently at bis wits’ cnd, 
addressed to Gen, Temperley the 
startling question: “If you were God, 
what would you do?” He replied: 

There must come a time when we 
shall have to act, if the Germans do 
not change their methods. It may

come very soon To save the peace 
of the world I think the correct 
action would be for the French, 
British and Belgian armies, after duc 
warning, to reoccupy the Rhine 
bridgehends, Germany is incapable 
of resistance and so Jong as we hold 
the Rhinc we have a hostage for her 
good behaviour.” 

But what would have been the 
renction of British and world opinion? 
There are some things which de- 
mocracies cnnnot do though dictators 
mny. 


LAVAL, MUSSOLINI 
AND ABYSSINIA 


Even in March, 1936, when Ger- 
many reoccupled the Rhineland she 
wns “In no condition to fight," Gen. 
Temperley says, “I know that in the 
first 48 hours the French had con- 
templated the use of force and that 
the army was ready. . If they 
had confined themselves to expelling 
the German troops it would probnbly 
hove caused the downfall of the Naz 
regime " 

The author charges Mr, Laval with 
being the evil genius chiefly respon- 
sible. for the League's failure in 
respect of Abyssinin. At Rome he 
had promised the Duce a free hand, 
and so he set his face from the start 
against the Imposition of oi] saune- 
tlons, “even at the cost of a betrayal 
of the League and the sacrifce of 
British friendship.” Yet Gen. 
Temperley equally holds that after 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s strong speech ot 
Gene we ought to have blocked 
the Suez Canal, even at the risk of 
war with Italy, sinee this would have 
saved the League. 

That ts a highly controversial 
thesis: what is beyond serjous con- 
tradiction is that {f the League had 
imposed Sanctions upon Japan at the 
thne of her Manchurian aggression 
the whole brunt of war, waged 
11,000 miles (rom home, would have 
fallen upon Great Britain, in condi- 
tlons necessarily involving the jim- 
mediate destruction of the weak 
British China squadron and prabably 
the loss of Hongkong. What a start 
to be retrieved! 


WHY DISARMAMENT 
EFFORT FAILED 


It Is bluntly said in another chap- 
ter: “The French never Intended to 
disarm until It was too Jate: and the 
German terms kept ticking up all the 
time like a taxi-cab that is kept 
waiting at the door.” Always the 
French wanted  sccurity first, and 
their idea of security Involved pledges 
of automatic action on the part of 
this country which no British Gov- 
ernment could) give. Whenever a 
promising new start was made it was 
sure to be bedevilled by some uncx- 
pectéd worsening of political con- 
ditions elther In France, in Germany 
or In Austrin or, as in 1931, !n Great 
Britain. 

Again. une after the other, our 
statesmen failed to come off. Sir 
Austen was “too obviously Franco- 
phile’; Sir John Simon was too 
obviously the eminent lawyer: and 
Mr, Henderson was unable to cope 
with technical problems out of his 
ken and far beyond a_ sick man’s 
powers. Could there have been uw 
worse stroke of Fate than Henderson's 
appointment — on Grand!'s re- 
commendution—as President of the 
Disarmament Conference when Mac- 
Donald's candidate for the post was 
Gen. Smuts, who possessed all 
Fenderson’s enthusiasm for disarma- 
ment and genius besides? 

I would conclude by saying that 
the strictly professional services 
rendered by Gen. Temperley at 
Geneva cannot have been greater 
than his latest service In_ setting 
down this plain narrative of lost op- 
portuntties, and the continual triumpn 
cf the worse over the better 
argument.

to mect General Yu ion-mou, 
General Wu Te-chun and Mr. Tsang 
Yang-po, all of whom also enter- 
tained him offictally.

EFFORTS TO ASSIST 

PlainthY made every effort to 
assist defendant in finding alternative 
quarters. Among possible premises 
brought to the notice of defendant 
were flats on Nathan Rend, Portland 
Street and Taipo Road. In the last 
case plaintiff even offered to pay 
half the “shoe-moncy.” Obviously 
defendant and the other occupants 
of the mess hans every reason to vicw 
with disfavour a departure from No. 
23, particularly if tt mennt the break. 
ing up of the mess. Four of them 
had “messed” toxether for about six 
years. The rent of the flat was very 
reasonable, It was most convenient- 
ly situated for at least four of them. 
The point, however, on which they 
lntd the greatest stress was that they 
are strict. Muslims, requiring their 
food to be prepared In a special 
manner and that wherever they 
moved to they would require a flat 
in which thelr cooking arrangements 
were quite separate from those of 
the wther occupants of the place. 
They have stated fn evidence that 
the various flats considered were too 
small for their mess or were already 
booked or were too expensive.

It was urged on me by Counsel 
for the defence that ft would be a 
greater hardship if the tenants had 
to leave No. 29 firstly because being 
Muslims, they would tind great 
diMeulty in getting accommodation 
owing to their belng members of 4 
small community whilst property ‘s 
largely in the hands of the Chinese. 
and, secondly, becuuse plaintiff had 
two flats and whilst It might be in- 
convenient for his fumily to be 
divided it was not a hardship, 
Counsel fer plaintiit in reply urged 
on ome that bis cltent was being 
pressed dally by his landlord to 
vacate No, 35; that he had jn fact 
kiven up part of his flat: thal he had 
had purchased No, 23 for the specific 
purpose of moving there and that his 
present flat on the second floor of 
No. 23 was fur too small; that the 
present arrangement whereby _ his 
family was divided caused great 
inconvenience. 

T have come to the conclusion that 
the refusal to grant the order would 
cause greater hardship to the plaintlq, 
My reasons for this decision are that 
1 am satisfied plaintiff Js not a 
grasping landlord who desires to 
evict tenants merely in order to get 
Oo much higher rent from new 
tenants. Plaintiff ucquired this 
house for two reasons, viz., No. 35 
had become too small ‘for his 
augmented family and he was under 
notice to leave. When he secured 
No. 23 he could not have expected 
that he would have been unable to 
enjoy the ordinary rights of a house- 
owner, The second floor of No, 23 
which is much smaller than the flat 
at No, 35 Is altogether too cramped 
for his requirements. He must, of 
course, face the possibility that he 
may have to give up No, 35—he has 
already given up port. It ig more 
reasonable that members of a family 
In the wider sense should live to- 
&elher rather than that five persons 
unrelated should continue to live In 
the same mess, ‘ 

I am well aware that it may be 
Imposslble for defendant to find 
sultable' premises in which to con- 
tinue the mess, but I believe that If 
Renuine efforts are made suitable 
accommodation can be found to house 
defendant and the other members. 
It may, however, take some time 
before defendant and his frlends can 
mauke proper arrangements, I there- 
fore make the following order: 

Defendant is to vacate No. 23 on 
or before September 30, 1938, with 
payment of rent up to the day on 
which he vacates (I have nlrendy 
given direction’ under Section 3 (2) 
that the tennncy Js still subsisting 
even though determined by the 
notice to qtit). ;

Although It is.confirmed that the 
IJnpanese have not yet reached Kiu- 
kiang, Chinese military authorities 
ndmlit that the Japanese drive on 
the city Is now in full swing, with 
the Japanese troops which landed at 
Kutang, on the western shore of Lake 
Poyang, advancing in two columns. 

One of the Japanese columns is 
striking westward and the other is 
ndvancing south-westward, 

Severe fighting is now In progress 
at Machushnn, about ten miles from 
Klukiang. 

Simultanceusly with the  Jand 
drive, Kiukiang is being subjected to 
an Intensive aerlal bombardment, 
and Japanese planes yesterday raid~ 
ed the city throughout the day. 

A report from a foreign source in 
Kiukiang estimated that 200 bombs 
landed in und around the city on 
Sunday, ubout 100 Japnnesc planes, 
carrying out the ralds in relays, ap- 
penring almost without cessation. 

Another report from a forttgn 
source, at present unconfirmed, states 
that the A.F.C. and Socony 
tnstailations three miles below 
Kiukiang were hit by bombs. 

The landing at Kutang was effected 
by the Japanese shortly after mid-

Great Battle Looms 


Nanchang, July 25. 

Following au Jeng, ominous lull, 
preliminary exchanges between the 
opposing forces have been ruging 
since July 21 with increasing [crocity, 
presuging the imminent outbreak of 
a big bate on the western bank of 
Poyung Lake, along its narrow neck, 
where it emptics its mighty cxpanse 
into the Yangtse, 


A combined Japanese infantry, 
arlllery and cavalry force of more 
than 10,000 Is massed between Hu- 
kow und Kutang, equipped with 
incre than 100 armoured cars and 
tanks and supported by alr 
squadrons. Pitched against this In- 
vading force are crack Chinese unlts 
behind strong defence works. 

Heralding the Japanese offensive, 
Kiukian, Sintze, Kutang, Sinkiang 
and Wukiamen have been heavily 
bombed by numerous raiding planes 
since July 21, while Chinese posi- 
tions at Sinchuan and Lion Hill 
were the targets of heavy barrages 
from the Japanese naval arm, 

Early on the morning of July 23, 
jn a heavy storm ond under a pitch 
black sky, about 700 Jnpanese 
marines, covered by their warships, 
made a determined assault north of 
Kutang in scores of steam Jaunches. 
They tried to force a landing at t'ce 
polnis but were repulsed with heavy 
losses, 


Heavy Pounding 


Having lost more than a dozen 
launches and scores of men, the 
Japanese made another attempt in 
the morning with a combined land, 
alr and naval foree. Twenty planes 
erulsed the alr and rained more 
than 400 missiles on the Chinese posl- 
tlons, while broadside cfter broad- 
side was emptied into the. Chinese 
trenches, 

Stil Chinese resistance held the 
Japanese advance in cheek until 
their defence works were completely 
destroyed, 


With their suceess in forcing a 


foothold at this point, the Japanese | 


forces near Kutang have now been 
Increased to 3,000 men, scattered be- 
tween Peikwang, Sikino and Chow- 
kinling, where they are exposed to 
attack from large numbers of Chinese 
reinforcements rushed from the rear. 
The Chinese positions, according to 
anilitary reports, have been consoli- 
dated and in soveral skirmishes im- 
portant gains have already’ been 
scorcd.—Central News, -

EARRING SNATCHERS 
CAUGHT, CONVICTED 


Cases of snatching earrings have 
again become quite common, three 
persons arrested in the Wanchai dis- 
trict over the week-end being dealt 
with by Mr. H. R. Butters at the 
Central Magistracy this morning.

“There are 52 units In the ficld at 
the moment, which operate at the 
front as Neld ambulances to take care 
of the wounded when they are car- 
ried off the battlefield. Ex-ray units 
have been organized, and 25 ex-ray 
machines have recently been recelved 
from the United States, and pre- 
ventive units for dealing with 
epidemic diseases have been de- 
veloped, 

“LT believe this work is of In- 
calculable importance, and if sufficient 
support from oversea Chinese and 
organisations here {s forthcoming, It 
witl revolutionise the care -of the 
wounded soldier,” Mrs. Clarke con- 
cluded.
